Boy Scout

OUT OF SOME CHAOS, A BIG LESSON 
“ To run medicare on a national basis you’d 
need a computer a m ile high with a madman at 
the controls.” That was how one Colorado hos­ 
pital administrator described the plan to provide 
nation-wide medical care for the aged under 
Social Security. 
Some Coloradans feel that the lessons being- 
learned in their state through pioneering health­ 
care for the indigent aged could well apply to 
the nation. 
One Colorado doctor treating several putients 
within the framework of the state program frank­ 
ly admits the great problems involved. 
“ But,” he counters, “ can you imagine what 
would happen if the program were operated 
out of Washington? It would be the biggest, most 
chaotic nightmare of a health plan the world has 
ever seen .” 
A 
Denver 
heart 
specialist looked at the 
problems from another angle. 
“ Even with a state-run, plan, you frequently 
get into areas where grave questions of ethics 
arise, 
along 
with 
all manner of practical 
problems. Here we take out time and try to iron 
them out one by one. The important thing is 
the patient, one poor sick guv. In Washington 
they think about millions of patients, as if you 
could cure everybody’s troubles with one big 
operation.” 
Many Americans do not want to see Uncle Sam 
as a medical administrator. The rumblings from 
Colorado may be an indication that the kind of 
problems of pioneering health care on a state 
level will be multiplied a hundred times on the 
federal level. 
Colorado has a mammoth job trying to attend 
to the health needs and demands of its 54,000 
older people who are eligible under Colorado’s 
five-year old program. Though the number of 
such needy persons decreases every year, the 
problem s 
multiply and the 
costs 
increase. 
In 1957, when the Colorado State Constitution 
was 
amended to include the state medicare 
plan, 
a 
$10 
Million 
lid was placed on its 
spending. For the fiscal year ending June 30 
of 
1963, 
the 
program was expected to cost 
$12.1 million, or a whopping $2,1 million more 
than the ceiling. Naturally, an emergency ap­ 
propriation 
would 
not 
solve the long-term 
problem of yearly increases in operating costs. 
With such a problem there is always the pos­ 
sibility of exploitation with each election. Some 
legislators might seek the support of medicare 
recipients by championing their cause and voting 
for an em ergency appropriation. Which brings 
us to the question: Just where docs it all end? 
With any program involving state or federal 
aid, there are the inevitable restrictions. In 
the case of the Colorado medicare program, 
one suggestion for trimming the cost has been 
to include a provision to admit only pensioners 
in “ critica l” condition to the hospitals. Here, 
there 
is controversy. Doctors feel that one 
physician’s 
“ critical” patient 
might be an­ 
other’s “ fair” patient. 
“ For heaven’s sake,” said one doctor, “ anold 
person with the sniffles could be in critical 
condition if he were very advanced in years 
or has a special medical history.

Revelation of such practices as kickbacks, pre­ 
scription splitting, excessive refills, and un­ 
authorized filling of prescriptions resulted in 
publicity which the druggists felt was unfair.

Almost 25 years ago, there 
appeared in the December issue of the Texas 
Druggist an article entitled, “ What Will Social­ 
ized Medicine Mean?” The author stated: 


1 ntil recently, druggists have thought very 
little of socialized medicine and perhaps think 
that it is just a lot oi ‘ballyhoo’ and that there 
wall never be socialized medicine in our coim- 
try, but that is not the ease. We are harboring- 
on the banks of som e form of socialized medi­ 
cine and it naturally affects the retail druggist. 
It will affect the retail drug merchant and the 
pharm acists perhaps in the sam e way that it 
deals w ith the medical profession.” 


Regarding federal medicare, one member of the 
House 
l om m ittee which w ill hold hearings on 
the bill reported that a poll in his district 
showed 67.7 
per cent of the voters opposed to- - 
*■ m edicare and 32.3 per cent in favor of it .— 
A third of those responding to the poll were 
retired persons 


The present K err-M ilis program a coopera­ 
tive venture between the federal government 
and the various states, is working satisfactorily 
for the needy. However, the latest figures show 
that the individual, through private health-care 
plans, is doing the job him self. Last year $7.1 
billion in benefits were paid by insurance com ­ 
panies and private health insurance programs. 
Health insurance benefit payments by private 
insurance companies alone averaged $10.3 m il­ 
lion a day in 1962. 
With such su ccess in the health care of our 
‘ citizens, one wonders why there are continuing- 
demanefs for a medicare program under So­ 
cial Security - - a program described by one 
member of the House Ways and M eans Com­ 
mittee as: “ the most expensive single piece of 
welfare legislation in history.’*

The Bolsheviks never put the idea 
into operation and many Britons wish they never 
had0 Aim »st im m ediately, nationalized medicine 
turned out to be much too expensive. In nine 
years, w hile retail prices in Great Britain were 
increasing by about 40 per cent, the cost of 
governmental doctoring more than tripled. It 
now amounts to more than 10 per cent of an 
over inflated national budget, not counting cash 
payments 
by 
the 
insured or 
the levies on 
municipalities. 
I he British Health Service now- costs more 
than four tim es the original estim ate. One of 
the main reasons is that there are two or three 
government clerks for every doctor. On this 
basis, it the United States were to adopt a gov­ 
ernment - operated health system , the Federal 
Government would have to hire nearly two m il­ 
lion more “ cle r k s.” 
I he monetary cost of m edicare is not the 
only matter to be considered. Certainly we can­ 
not logically expect a bureaucracy to give the 
sam e quality of medical service now available 
under our personal enterprise system . The 
traditional relationship between doctor and pa­ 
tient would be thrown into discard. Our private 
system of health insurance, which now covers 
three-fourths of our population, would disap­ 
pear almost overnight. 
We do not need to suffer the bitter experiences 
of others 
who have tried socialized medicine 
We can profit by their experiences. Socialized 
med'e.ne is not for free men and women in the 
United States.

NEW YORK — There was a

of the half a billion dollar city 
W elfare Dept. — the world’s 
biggest. 
Behind the coilege-bred pick­ 
ets of two white collar unions 
were solid rows of union sail­ 
ors 
deployed 
on a m ilitary 
tiasis. 
And 
behind 
the 
solid 
scores of able-bodied phalanxes 
was labor’s own Viking, the 
solidly-built Paul Hall. 
He w ears three hats. Halt 
i-s p 
sitlent of the Seafarers 
International Union (SIU), na­ 
tional AFL-CIO vice president 
and head of its M aritime Trades 
Dept. 
With Mr. Hall’s support the 
two striking unions, the Social 
Service Em ployes Union and the 
State, County and Municipal F.'m- 
ployes were ready to strike for 
six mouths. 
And strong support it was. 
Significant, too, because it is 
tlit1 pattern for sim ilar strikes 
which may hit many other city 
governments in coming months. 
Since pickets, like arm ies, 
“ move” on their stom achs, the 
Seafarers 
International 
sup­ 
plied them with over 3,000 sand­ 
w iches a day right through the 
■strike which ended last Mon­ 
day morning. 
Io wash this food down, the 
SiU poured over 100 gallons of 
coffee a day for the pickets. 
To bolster the morale and 
add sound to the fury of the 
strikers who ran tin? longest 
walkout in recent municqjal his­ 
tory, the SIU operated a fleet 
of 18 “ strike wagons.** These 
are 
high • powered 
station 
wagons witli loud speakers “ in 
the rig.** 
Hie “ strike wagons” not only 
moved food and union literature, 
but manpower as w ell. 
The SIU is as self-sufficient 
a s a union can be. Therefore,

its own picket sign 
plant — a com m ercial subsidi­ 
ary winch turns out sharp ap­ 
peals to the public. For one 
demonstration of the Welfare 
Dept, strik ers at City Hall, the 
Seafarers 
whipped 
up 4,000 
signs by a silk screen p rocess. 
in fart, all signs used by the 
white collar pickets were sup­ 
plied by the SIU. 
Paul Hall threw his sailors 
into

The W elfare Dept, strikers 
picketing municipal buildings, 
w ere predominantly men and

with college degrees, 
and Hall thought they needed an 
injection of physical strength 
on the icy streets.

Since two unions were 
involved, and they did not quite

Jerry 
Wurf, who built his membership 
up from less than 1,000 city em­ 
ployes here to over 40,000, now 
will seek other targets. 
His Union is part of the AFL- 
CIO M aritime 
Trades Dept., 
which Is organized into 32 Port 
Councils on all coasts and on 
the Great Lakes. The strategy 
developed in New York will be 
the pattern in those other c itie s. 
The 
municipal 
em ployes, 
flanked by the sa ilo rs, are on 
the ma rch.

TAX SUGGESTIONS 
TO FARMERS OUTLINED 
Income tax time is just around 
the corner, and many Stoddard 
County farm ers have been sum­ 
marizing their farm records for 
tax reporting purposes. As you 
know, you must file your income 
tax 
return 
on 
or 
before 
February 19 if you did not file 
a declaration of your estim ated 
income tax onorbefore January 
15. If you filed such an estim ate 
by 
January 19, however, you 
have until April 19 to file your 
tax return. Adequate time spent 
now 
in 
getting 
your farm 
records ready for tax reporting 
will be time well spent. In fact, 
it could make you as much or 
more money per hour of time 
spent as you have made all 
yea r. 
First of course, you need to 
figure your farm receipts or 
gross farm income. This will 
include money received from 
the sale of all crops, livestock 
and livestock products, receipts 
from governmental farm pro­ 
gram s1 such as the Feed Grain, 
Soil Hank, and Agricultural Con­ 
servation Program s, receipts 
from custom work that you have 
done for others, and money re­ 
ceived for any non-farm work 
that you did during 19G4.

Capital investments may be re­ 
covered through depreciation. 
Of course, an up-to-date de­ 
preciation record is a must if

item s. This record should in­ 
clude each item , date of pur­ 
chase, cost, and estimated life. 
A lso, you will need to establish 
the cost basis of any capital 
"investment item when you pur­ 
chase it. Tins will be the cash 
payment plus the book value of 
any item traded in.

Air Force Honor 
Code Found Weak 


“ WHEN HONOR IS LOST, all is lost.” With 
the Air Force Academy scandal, the honor sys­ 
tem requires some serious investigation. 
Honor systems are based upon the idea of 
self-direction, self - responsibility, and self- 
discipline. Instructors trust students not to 
cheat on examinations, and, as a result, they 
do not feel the need for policing. In turn, 
cadets are expected to report am violations 
of this code. 
Any person who is a “ man of honor” is ex­ 
pected to have a high degree of personal 
integrity. 
Honor in this sense is something quite apart 
from public reputation. The test of a person’s 
honor is in his being honest, not merely with 
others where he can be observed, but more 
particularly with himself, within his own heart. 
The Air Academy’s honor system is based 
upon the conclusion that all cadets have this 
characteristic. However, this seems to be 
merely wishful thinking on the part of the 
academy officials and is the main weakness of 
such a system. 
Obedience of such an honor code is left 
up to the students himself. The opinion that 
if one does not agree with a rule it cannot 
be forced upon him is very adolescent for a 
system becomes nothing more than an anarchy, 
if practiced. There is no external authority, 
only that of the conscience of the student. 
Most children are brought up with the idea 
that “ snitching” is wrong. However, under the 
honor system, cadets are expected to report 
any violation of the code with the penalty of 
being expelled if they do not. 
Before attending the Air Academy, the stu­ 
dent, as well as his parents, must be willing 
to follow' the standards set up by the honor 
system and be fully aware of its demands.

A mode of dress, 
verbal expression, or social cause can mush­ 
room to widespread popularity. 
Fads are not, however, exclusive to this gen­ 
eration and on the surface are not to be feared. 
What they represent, conformity of thought, 
is. This is the real threat to a generation. 
To supply an answer to question of whether 
or not a student simply follows what his peers 
decide is right without individual thought, stu­ 
dents must search their own personalities with 
honest insight. 
This done, they can be on the road to a 
unique character and Sikeston high school will 
be much improved.

—DENTAL HEALTH 
Good teeth start in childhood 
and there a re things parents 
can do to help insure that their 
offspring have a minimum of 
dental health problem s both in 
childhood and later years. 
To point up the fundamentals 
of good dental health for chil« 
dren, the A m erican Dental A s­ 
sociation has declared the week 
of Feb. 7-13, 1965, as National 
C hildren's Dental Health Week. 
The ADA lists four sim ple 
rules which, if followed faith­ 
fully, can help to reduce de­ 
cay. These are: 
1. Cut down on sweets, es­ 
pecially between m eals. 


2 . Brush teeth im mediately 
a fte r eating (snacks as well a s 
reg ular m eals). When this is not 
possible, rinse mouth thorough­ 
ly with w ater. 
3. Have regular dental check-* 
ups. Tliis enables the dentist to 
discover decay and other prob­ 
lem s at an early stage. Just as 
with 
other 
d iseases, 
early 
treatm ent of dental disease is 
e a sie r and m ore likely to be 
effective. 
4. Fluoridation of community 
w ater supplies greatly reduces 
decay, says the ADA. 
W here 
w ater supplies a re not fluori­ 
dated, d entists may suggest ap. 
plying fluoride directly to chil­ 
d re n 's teeth. 
Sugar is named a s the m ajor 


cause of tooth decay. B acteria 
that are always p resen t in the 
mouth act on sug ar to produce 
acids. These acid s attack the 
teeth. 
Of co urse, sugar also 
is an im portant p art of the diet. 
But 
it 
can 
be 
controlled. 
Nibbling 
on 
sw eets through­ 
out the day is hard on the teeth. 
Eat your candy all at once, 
then brush your teeth. 


Many children, perhaps most 
of them, lose a tooth o r two 
through an accident with a base­ 
ball bat, a fall o r other play­ 
ground scram b le . Even if it's 
a baby tooth that will eventual­ 
ly 
come out anyway, prom pt 
professional c a re is im portant. 
F irst, w rap the tooth in a wet 
towel o r 
place 
it 
in w ater. 
Don’t clean the tooth; you may 
rem ove vital tissue. Take the 
child and the tooth to a dentist 
a s quickly as possible. T h e re 's 
a good chance that the dentist 
will be able to replace the tooth 
so that gums and bone stru ctu re 
effect a healing p ro c e s s and the 
tooth once again becom es sound 
and useful. 


Dental au tho rities ag ree that 
the child should make his first 
visit to the dentist at about age 
or 3 y ears. By this tim eall 
of the liaby teeth will be in, 
and the dentist can check for 
any minute sign of decay o r any 
m alform ation which might lead 
to more serio u s problem s later. 
ADA has found that dental pa­ 
tients under the age of 4 years 
have an averag e of three teeth 
needing fillings. 


Sound teeth 111 childhood can 
prevent many dental problem s 
in later life. R egular dental c a re 
is an im portant p art of the over­ 
all health c a re of the family.

OFT OF SOME CHAOS, A BIG LESSON 
“ To run m edicare on a national basis you’d 
need a computer a mile high with a m adm an at 
the co n tro ls.” That was how one Colorado hos­ 
pital adm inistrator described the plan to provide 
nation-wide medical c a re for the aged under 
Social Security. 
Some Coloradans feel that the lessons being 
learned in their state through pioneering health­ 
c a re for the indigent aged could well apply to 
the nation. 
One Colorado doctor treating several patients 
within the framework of the state p rogram frank­ 
ly admits the great problem s involved. 
“ But,” he counters, “ can you imagine what 
w'ould happen if the program were operated 
out of W ashington? It would be the biggest, most 
chaotic nightmare of a health plan the world has 
ev er se e n .” 
A 
Denver 
heart 
specialist looked at the 
problems from another angle. 
“ Even with a state-ru n , plan, you frequently 
get into a re a s where grave questions of ethics 
arise, 
along 
with 
all manner of practical 
problem s. Here we take out time and try to iron 
them out one by one. The important thing is 
the patient, one poor sick guv. In Washington 
they think about millions of patients, as if you 
could cure everybody’s troubles with one big 
operation.” 
Many A m ericans do not want to see Fncle Sam 
as a medical adm inistrator. The rumblings from 
Colorado may be an indication that the kind of 
problem s of pioneering health care on a state 
level will be multiplied a hundred tim es on the 
federal level. 
Colorado has a mammoth job trying to attend 
to the health needs and demands of its 54,000 
older people who are eligible under Colorado’s 
five-year old program . Though the number of 
such needy persons d e c re a se s every year, the 
problem s 
multiply 
and the 
costs 
increase. 
In 1957, when the Colorado State Constitution 
was 
amended to include the state m edicare 
plan, 
a 
$10 
Million 
lid was placed on its 
spending. For the fiscal year en ling -June 30 
of 
1963, 
the 
program was expected to cost 
$12.1 million, or a whopping S2.1 million m ore 
than the ceiling. Naturally, an em ergency ap­ 
propriation 
would 
not 
solve the long-term 
p ro b lem of yearly increases in operating costs. 
With such a problem there is always the po s­ 
sibility of exploitation w ith each election. Some 
legislators might seek the support of m edicare 
recip ien ts by championing their cause and voting 
for an em ergency appropriation. Which brings 
us to the question: Just where does it all end? 
With any program involving state or federal 
aid, there a re the inevitable restric tio n s. In 
the case of the Colorado medicare p rogram , 
one suggestion for trim m ing the cost has been 
to include a provision to admit only pensioners 
in “ c r it ic a l” condition to the hospitals. Here, 
there 
is controversy. Doctors feel that one 
physician’s 
“ critic a l” patient 
might be an­ 
other’s “ f a ir ” patient. 
“ For heaven’s sake,” said one doctor, “ anold 
person with the sniffles could be in critical 
condition if he were very advanced in years 
or has a special medical history. If 1 think one 
of m y patients should be in a hospital I want him 
th ere-period.”

Hex elation ot such practices as kickbacks, p r e ­ 
scription splitting, excessive refills, and un­ 
authorized filling of prescriptions resulted in 
publicity which the druggists felt was unfair.

result, they notified the Colorado State 
Welfare Department that their association xx ill 
no 
longer audit monthly drug billings tor the 
m e d ic a re program . 


On 
the 
xvhole, 
the 
pharm aeal associations 
have been vigilant in trying to avoid situations 
whore chiseling might be a temptation. On the 
whole, 
they 
have 
fought 
the trend 
toxvard 
soeiali ed medicine. Almost 25 years ago, there 
appeared in the D ecem ber issue of the Fexas 
Druggist an article entitled, “ What Will Social­ 
ized Medicine Mean?” Fhe author stated: 


‘I ntil reccntlx, druggists have thought very 
little of socialized medicine and perhaps think 
that it is just a lot of ‘ballyhoo’ and that there 
xx itl never he socialized medicine in o u r coun­ 
try, but that is not the case We a r e harboring 
on the banks of some form of socialized m edi­ 
cine and it naturally affects the retail druggist. 
It will affect the retail drug merchant and the 
p h a rm a c is ts perhaps in the sam e way that it 
deals xxith the medical profession.” 


Regarding federal m edicare, one m e m b er of the 
House 
Committee xvhieh xx ill hold hearings on 
the bill reported that a poll in his d istrict 
shoxved 67.7 
per cent of the voters opposed to 
- m e d icare 
and 32.3 per cent in favor of it. 
A third of those responding to the poll were 
re tire d p ersons 


Fhe present K e rr-M ills pro g ram a co o p era­ 
tive venture between the federal government 
and the various states, is working satisfactorily 
for the needy. Hoxvever, the latest figures shoxv 
that the individual, through private h ealth-care 
plans, is doing the job him self. Last year $7.1 
billion in benefits w ere paid by insurance co m ­ 
panies and private health insurance p ro g ram s. 
Health insurance benefit payments by private 
insurance companies alone averaged $10.3 m il­ 
lion a day in 1962. 
With such success in the health c a re of our 
<citizens, one wonders why there a re continuing- 
demanefs for a m edicare p rogram under So­ 
cial Security - - a pro g ram described by one 
m e m b e r of the House Ways and Means C om ­ 
mittee as: “ the most expensive single piece of 
xvelfare legislation in h isto ry .” 


Like the Colorado m e d ic a re program , the costs 
for the proposed federal plan have been g r o s s ­ 
ly underestim ated. Instead of the government 
figure of 81 billion a year, some opponents of the 
plan say the cost would rise to $2.5 billion 
within a year if it w ere begun. 
In the Colorado plan, state officials did not 
foresee a 
10 per cent r is e in the cost of the 
health c a r e plan every y e a r. Instead of an an­ 
nual m e d ic a re budget of $7.5 million, which 
they 
expected, 
increased costs have pushed 
the budget right through the $10 million ceiling. 
But som e spokesmen for the U. S. Health, 
Education and Welfare Department d isre g a rd 
the experience of the Coloradans and insist 
that hospital costs will level off. They ignore 
the fact that since 1949 costs have gone up by 
123 per cent. 


The idea of a com pulsory system of health 
• insurance is not new. In 1845, the program* 
was instituted in P ru ssia. Bism ark introduced 
it 
in 
G erm any, 
and over a 45-year period 
absenteeism supposedly due to illness tripled. 
Lenin, 
one 
of the 
fathers of com munism, 
outlined a com plete plan of medical c are from 
the 
cradle 
to 
the 
grave 
in 1919. In 1928, 
against the wishes of the working class, c o m ­ 
pulsory 
health 
insurance 
was instituted in 
France. 


Britain’s health se rv ic e was launched in 1948 
xvith the announced purpose of providing medical 
care in accordance with Lenin’s rule: Every­ 
thing free of charge to everyone irrespective 
of m eans. The Bolsheviks never put the idea 
into operation and many Britons wish they never 
had. Almost im mediately, nationalized medicine 
turned out to be much too expensive. In nine 
years, while retail p ric e s in G reat Britain were 
increasing by about 40 per cent, the cost of 
governmental doctoring m ore than tripled. It 
now am ounts to m ore than 10 per cent of an 
overinflated national budget, not counting cash 
payments 
by 
the 
insured or 
the levies on 
municipalities. 
'Fhe B ritish Health Service now costs more 
than four tim es the original estim ate. One of 
the main re a so n s is that th e re a re two or three 
government clerk s for every doctor. On this 
basis, if the United States w ere to adopt a gov­ 
ernm ent - operated health system , the Federal 
Government would have to hire nearly two m il­ 
lion m o re “ c l e r k s .” 
The monetary cost of m edicare is not the 
only m a tte r to be considered. Certainly we can­ 
not logically expect a bureaucracy to give the 
sam e quality ot medical service now available 
under 
our 
personal en terp rise system . The 
traditional relationship between doctor and pa­ 
tient would be thrown into discard. Our private 
system of health insurance, which now covers 
th ree -fo u rth s of our population, would disap­ 
pear alm ost overnight. 
We do not need to suffer the bitter experiences 
of oth e rs 
who have tried socialized medicine. 
We can profit by their experiences. Socialized 
medicine is not for free men and women in the 
United States.

S ailors 
‘Hit the B each’, Win 
Strike 
For 
Big 
City’ s Em ­ 
ployes 
NEW YORK — There was a 
nautical 
touch 
to the month­ 
long social se r v ic e strike which 
went alm ost unobserved in the 
storm raised by the crippling 
of the half a billion dollar city 
W elfare Dept. — the world’ s 
biggest. 
Behind the college-bred pick­ 
ets of two white collar unions 
w ere solid row s of union sa il­ 
o r s 
deployed 
on 
a 
m ilitary 
luisis. 
And 
behind 
the 
solid 
sc o r e s of able-bodied phalanxes 
xxas labor’ s own Viking, the 
solidly-built Paul Hall. 
He 
w ears three hats. Hall 
is p 
sident of the S eafarers 
International Union (SIU), na­ 
tional AFL-CIO xice president 
and head o fits M a r itim e Trades 
Dept. 
With Mr. Hall’ s support the 
two striking unions, the Social 
Serv ice E m ployes Union and the 
State, County and Municipal Em­ 
ployes w ere ready to strike for 
•six mouths. 
And strong support it was. 
Significant, too, because it is 
the pattern for sim ila r strik es 
which may hit many other city 
governm ents m com ing months. 
Since pickets, like a r m ie s , 
“ move” on their stom ach s, the 
S eafarers 
International 
sup­ 
plied them with over 3,000 sand­ 
w iches a day right through tht* 
strike which ended last Mon- 
day morning. 
To wash this food down, the 
SIU poured over 100 gallons of 
coffee a day for the p ick ets. 
To b olster the m orale and 
add sound to tin* fury of the 
s tr ik e rs who ran the longest 
walkout in recent mum* q ia lh is- 
tory, the SIU operated a fleet 
of 18 “ strike w agons.” T hese 
a r e 
high • pow ered 
station 
wagons with loud sp eak ers “ in 
the rig.” 
The “ strike wagons” not only 
moved food and union literatu re, 
but manpower a s w ell. 
The SIU is a s self-sufficient 
a s a union can lie. T herefore, 
it 
owns 
its 
own picket sign 
plant — a c o m m ercia l subsidi­ 
a ry which turns out sharp ap­ 
p ea ls to the public. For one 
dem onstration of the Welfare 
I)**pt. str ik e rs at City Hall, the 
S ea fa rers 
whipped 
up 
4,000 
sig n s by a silk screen p r o c e s s. 
Li fact, all sig n s used by the 
whit** collar pickets w ere sup­ 
plied by the SIU. 
Paul Hall threw Ids sa ilo rs 
into 
the 
strike 
b ecause his 
white-capped men alw ays a r ea t 
the s e r v ic e of le s s hardy union­ 
is ts , whether they a re W a l l 
Street dem onstrators or eld erly 
garment 
w orkers picketing a 


tough siiop. 
The Welfare Dept, str ik e rs 
jacketing municipal buildings, 
w ere 
predominantly men and 
women 
with c o l l e g e d e g r ee s, 
and Hall thought they needed an 
injection of physical strength 
on the icy str e e ts. 
For 
a sea fa rer, Paul Hall 
thinks like a land-based co m ­ 
mander. Since two unions w ere 
involved, and they did not quite 
think of each other a s Dumou 
and Pythias, Hall im m ediately 
organized 
a 
neutral 
central 
headqua rters. 
Each union dispatched som e 
of its people to the o ffice s he 
supplied at 17 Battery P lace. 
He made it a tripartite effort 
by putting som e of his aid es 
alongsid e the two other groups.

in the SIU high com m and. 
T h ese 
w ere 
experien ced 
strik e hands. They w ere of com ­ 
fort to tin* Social S e r v ic e Em ­ 
p loyes Union’ s youn gsters a s 
w ell a s to the m ore experien ced 
rank and file of the State Coun­ 
ty and Municipal E m p lo y es. The 
latter w ere led by their national 
president, Jerry Wurf, who flew 
in 
from 
Washington 
and re­ 
mained in constant touch with 
Hall. 
The 
two 
a r e intimate 
friend s. 
In 
addition, the S e a fa r er s, 
never 
tight, 
threw thousands 
of dollars into the strike kitty. 
B ecau se 
of Hall’s political 
stature inside the national A FL- 
CIO, 
such 
friends of his a s 
G eorge 
Meany and IXive Du- 
binsky w ere brought in. 'Ilms 
the strik e really developed into 
an assau lt from within a s well 
a s from without the city’ s politi­ 
cal leadership. 
Hall unhesitatingly sta te s that 
this will be the jkittern of st t ikes 
of munici|ial em ployes in other 
c it ie s . 
Strike 
leader 
Jerry 
Wurf, who built his m em b ersh ip 
up from less than 1,000 city e m ­ 
ployes here to over 40,000, now 
will seek other targets. 
His union is jiart of tin* A F L - 
ClO 
M aritime 
T rades Dept., 
which is organized into 32 Port 
C ou ncils on all c o a sts and on 
the Great l a k e s . The strategy 
(levelop**d in New York will be 
the pattern in those other c it ie s . 
The 
municipal 
e m p lo y es, 
flanked by the sa ilo r s , a r e on 
the m arch.

Mmost 25 w eirs ago, there 
appeared in the IV cem b er issue of tilt' l e v i s 
Druggist an a rticle entitled, ‘‘What Will Social­ 
ized M edicine M ean?” rite author stated: 


‘I util recently, druggists have thought ver> 
little id so cia lized m edicine and perhaps think 
that it is just a lot tit 'ballyhoo* and that there 
w ill never be so cia lized m edicine in our coun­ 
try, but that is not the case. We arc harboring 
on the banks ot som e form of socia lized m edi­ 
cine and it naturally affects tilt' retail druggist. 
It will affect the retail drug merchant and the 
p h arm acists perhaps in the sam e wav that it 
tit'.tis with the m edical p ro fessio n .’* 


Regarding federal m edicare, one m em ber of the

the bill nqxxrted that a jioll in his d istrict 
showed t v .7 
per cent of tho voters opposed to 
-m e d ic a r e 
and 32.3 per cent 
in favor of it.- 
A third of those responding til the poll w ere 
retired p erson s, 


rite present K e n - M ills program a coop era­ 
tive venture between the federal governm ent 
and the various sta te s, is working sa tisfactorily 
for tilt' needy. H owever, the latest figures show 
that the individual, through private hea lth -ca re 
plans, is doing tilt' job h im self. Last year $7.1 
billion in benefits w ere paid by insurance c o m ­ 
panies and private health insurance p rogram s. 
Health insurance benefit paym ents by private 
insurance com panies alone averaged $10.3 m il­ 
lion a day in 1962. 
W itll such s u c c e s s in the health c a r e of our 
‘‘c itize n s, one wonders why there are continuing — 
dem ands for a m ed icare program under So­ 
cial Security - - a program described by one 
m em ber of the House Ways and Means C om ­ 
m ittee as: “ the m ost expensive single piece of 
w elfare legislation in h isto ry .’’ 


Like the Colorado m ed icare program , the c o sts 
for the proposed federal plan have been g r o s s ­ 
ly underestim ated. 
Instead of the government 
figure of SI billion a year, som e opponents of the 
plan say the cost would rise to $2.5 billion 
within a year if it w ere begun. 
In the Colorado plan, state o fficia ls did not 
fo r e se e a 
IO per cent r is e in the cost of the 
health care plan every y ear. Instead of an an­ 
nual m edicare budget of $7.5 m illion, which 
they 
expected, 
in crea sed c o sts have pushed 
the budget right through the $10 m illion ceilin g. 
But som e spokesm en for the L. S. Health, 
Education and W elfare Department d isregard 
the exp erien ce of the Coloradans and in sist 
that hospital c o sts w ill level off. They ignore 
the fact that sin ce 1949 c o sts have gone up by 
123 per cent. 


The idea of a com pulsory system of health 
• insurance is not new. 
In 1845, the p r o g ra m - 
was instituted in P ru ssia 
Bism ark introduced 
it 
in 
Germ any, 
and over a 45-year period • 
a b sen teeism supposedly due to illn ess tripled. 
Lenin, 
one 
of 
the 
fathers of com m unism , 
outlined a com p lete plan of m edical care from 
the 
cradle 
to 
the 
grave 
in 1919. In 1928, 
against the w ish es of the working c la ss, corri- 
pulsory 
health 
insurance 
was instituted in 
France. 


Britain’s health s e r v ic e was launched in 1948 
with the announced purpose of providing m edical 
care in accordance with Lenin’s rule: E very­ 
thing free of charge to everyone irresp ectiv e 
of m eans. The B o lsh ev ik s never put the idea 
into operation and m any Britons wish they never 
had. Mmost im m ed iately, nationalized m edicine 
turned out to be much too expensive. In nine 
y ea rs, while retail p r ic e s in Great Britain w ere 
increasing by about 40 per cent, the co st of 
governm ental doctoring m ore than tripled. It 
now am ounts to m ore than IO per cent of an 
overinflated national budget, riot counting cash 
paym ents 
by 
the 
insured 
or 
the lev ie s on 
m unicipalities. 
The B ritish Health S ervice now c o sts m ore 
than four tim es the original estim ate. One of 
the m ain rea so n s is that there are two or three 
governm ent clerk s for ev ery doctor. On this 
b a sis, it the United States w ere to adopt a gov­ 
ernm ent - operated health sy stem , the Federal 
Government would have to hire nearly two m il­ 
lion m ore ‘‘clerk s.* ’ 
The monetary c o st of m edicare is not the 
only m atter to be co n sid ered . Certainly we can­ 
not logically expect a bureaucracy to give the 
sam e quality of m ed ical serv ice now available 
under 
our 
personal enterprise sy stem . The 
traditional relationship between doctor and pa­ 
tient would tx* thrown into discard. Our private 
sy stem of health insurance, which now co v ers 
three-fou rths of our population, would disap­ 
pear alm ost overnight. 
We do not need to suffer the bitter exp eriences 
of oth ers 
who have tried socialized m edicine. 
We can profit by their experiences. Socialized 
medicine is not for tree men and women in the 
United States.

OUT OI SOME CHAOS, A BIG I ESSON 
“ To run m edicare on a national basis you’d 
need a computer a m ile high xvith a madman at 
the controls.** That xx as how one Colorado h o s­ 
pital adm inistrator d escrib ed the plan to provide 
nation-wide m edical c a re for the aged undei 
Social Security. 
Som e Coloradans feel that the lesson s being 
learned in their stale through pioneering health­ 
care for the indigent aged could xvell apply to 
the nation. 
One Colorado doctor treating several patients 
within the fram ework of the state program frank­ 
ly adm its the great problem s involved. 
“ But,” he counters, “ can you imagine what 
xvould happen if the program w ere operated 
out of W ashington? It xvould be the biggest, m ost 
chaotic nightmare of a health plan the world has 
ever se e n .” 
A 
Denver 
heart 
sp e c ia list looked at the 
problem s from another angle. 
“ Even with a state-run , plan, you frequently 
get into a reas where grave questions of ethics 
a r is e , 
along 
with 
all manner of practical 
problem s. Here we take out tim e and try to iron 
them out one by one. The important thing is 
the patient, one poor sick guy 
In Washington 
they think about m illions of patients, as if you 
could cure everybody’s troubles xxith one big 
op eration .” 
Many A m ericans do not xx ant to see Uncle Sam 
as a m edical adm inistrator. The rumblings from 
Colorado may be an indication that the kind of 
p rob lem s of pioneering health care on a state 
lev el will be multiplied a hundred tim es on the 
fed eral level. 
Colorado has a mammoth job trying to attend 
to the health needs and dem ands of its 54,000 
older people who are elig ib le under Colorado’s 
fiv e -y e a r old program . Though the number of 
such needy persons d e c r e a s e s every year, the 
p ro b lem s 
multiply 
and 
the 
c o sts 
in crease. 
In 1957, when the Colorado State Constitution 
w as 
amended to include the state m edicare 
plan, 
a 
$10 
Million 
lid 
was placed on its 
spending. For the fisca l year ending June 30 
of 
1963, 
the' 
program was expected to cost 
$12.1 m illion, or a whopping $2.1 m illion m ore 
than the ceiling. Naturally, an em ergency ap­ 
propriation 
would 
not 
solve the long-term 
problem of yearly in c re a se s in operating co sts. 
With such a problem there is always the p o s­ 
sib ility of exploitation with each election. Some 
le g is la to r s might seek the support of m edicare 
r ecip ien ts by championing their cause and voting 
for an em ergency appropriation. Which brings 
us to the question: Just where does it all end? 
With any program involving state or federal 
aid, there are the inevitable restrictio n s. In 
the c a s e of the Colorado m edicare program , 
one suggestion for trim m ing the* cost has been 
to include a provision to admit only pensioners 
in .“ c r itic a l” condition to the* hospitals. Here, 
there 
is controversy. D octors feel that one 
p h y sicia n ’s 
“ c r itic a l” patient 
might 
be an­ 
o th er's “ fa ir” patient. 
“ For heaven’s sa k e,” said one doctor, “ anold 
p erson with the sniffles could be in critical 
condition if he* were very advanced in years 
or lias a special m edical history. If I think one 
of my pat ients should be in a hospital I want him 
tlii'i’c-jjf riod.” It is easy to se e that on a state 
It''1 1 H, 
problem would e e l tinly not be as dif­ 
ficult I.

Hall’s support the 
two striking unions, the Social 
Service Employes Union and the 
State, County aud Municipal Em­ 
ployes w ere ready to strik e for 
six mouths. 
And strong support it was. 
Significant, too, because it is 
the pattern for s im ila r strik es 
which may tnt many other city 
governm ents in corning months. 
Since pickets, like a rm ie s ,

“ WHEN HONOR IS LOST, all is lost.” With 
the Air Force Academy scandal, the honor s y s ­ 
tem requires some serious investigation. 
Honor system s arc based upon the idea of 
self-direction, self - responsibility, and self- 
discipline. 
Instructors trust students not to 
cheat on examinations, and, as a result, thc\ 
do 
not 
feel 
the need for policing. In turn, 
cadets are expected to rcjxirt am violations 
of this code. 
Any person who is a “ man of honor” is ex­ 
pected 
to 
have 
a 
high 
degree ot personal 
integrity. 
Honor in this sense is something quite apart 
from public reputation. The test of a person’s 
honor is in his being honest, not merely with 
others where he can be observed, but more 
particularly with himself, within his own heart. 
The Air Academy’s honor system is based 
upon the conclusion that all cadets have this 
characteristic. 
However, 
this 
seem s to 
lx' 
merely wishful thinking on the part of the 
academy officials and is the main weakness of 
such a system . 
Obedience of such an 
honor 
code 
is left 
up to the students himself. The opinion that 
if one does not agree with a rule it cannot 
be forced upon him is very adolescent for a 
system becom es nothing more than an anarchy, 
if practiced. There is no external authority, 
only 
that of the conscience of the student. 
Most children are brought up with the idea 
that “ snitching” is wrong. However, under the 
honor system , cadets are expected to report 
any violation of the code with the penalty of 
being expelled if they do not. 
Before attending the Air Academy, the stu­ 
dent, as well as his parents, must be willing 
to follow the standards set up by the honor 
system 
and l>e fully aware of its demands.

SEMESTER’S END is a time to take stock for 
all students. Report cards are indicative ot in ­ 
tellectual growlh; however, character develop­ 
ments should be taken into consideration when 
assessing a sem ester’s worth. 
When evaluating what was accomplished, stu­ 
dents must regard both knowledge and maturity 
of character as evidenced in forming an in­ 
dividual personality. 
Lack of individualism is a frequently issued 
charge against Am erica’s youth. Unlike most

Conformity on an individual level is a per­ 
sonal problem and would not seem to threaten 
a school. Students should remember, however, 
that the worth of a school, as in John Stuart 
M ill’s expression, “ is the worth of the in­ 
dividuals composing it.” 
Evidence to substaniate the charges are every­ 
where if a student only looks. A mode of dress, 
verbal expression, or social cause can mush­ 
room to widespread popularity. 
Fads are not, however, exclusive to this gen­ 
eration and on the surface are not to be feared. 
What they represent, conformity of thought, 
is. This is the real threat to a generation. 
To supply an answer to question of whether 
or not a student simply follows what his peers 
decide is right without individual thought, stu­ 
dents must search their own personalities with 
honest insight. 
This done, 
they 
can 
be on the road to a 
unique character and Sikeston high school will 
be much improved.

Honor systems are based ujxab the idea of 
self-direction, serif - responsibility, and self­ 
discipline. 
Instructors 
trust students not to 
cheat on examinations, and, as a result, the) 
iio 
not 
feel 
the' need for policing. In turn, 
cadet.* 
are expected ti) report ain violations 
of this code*. 
Any person who is a “ man of honor” is ex­ 
pected 
to 
have 
a 
high degree of personal 
integrity. 
Honor in this sense is something quite apart 
from public reputation, rho tost of a person’s 
honor is in his tieing honest, not merely with 
others where he can be observed, but mort 
particularly with himself, within his own heart. 
The Air Academy’s honoi 
sy stem is based 
upon tilt' conclusion that all cadets have this 
characteristic. 
However, 
this 
seems to 
bo 
merely wishful 
thinking on the part of the 
academy officials and is the main weakness of 
such a system. 
Obedience of such an 
honor code is left 
up to the students himself. The opinion that 
if one does not agree with a rule it cannot 
be forced upon him is very adolescent for a 
system becomes nothing more than an anarchy, 
if practiced. There is no external authority, 
only 
that of the conscience of the student. 
Most children are brought up with the idea 
that “ snitching” is wrong. However, under th*' 
honor sy stem, cadets are expected to report 
any violation of the code with the penalty of 
being expelled if they do not. 
Before attending the Air Academy, the stu­ 
dent, as well as his parents, must be willing 
to follow the standards set up by the honor 
system 
and be fully aware of its demands.

What they represent, conformity of thought, 
is. This is the real threat to a generation. 
To supply an answer to question of whether 
or not a student simply follows what his peers 
decide is right without individual thought, stu­ 
dents must search their own personalities with 
honest insight.

-DENTAL HEALTH 
Good teeth start in childhood 
and there a r e things parents 
can do to help insure that their 
offspring have a minimum of 
dental health problem s both in 
childhood and later years. 
To point up the fundamentals 
of good dental health for chil­ 
dren, the A m erican Dental As­ 
sociation has declared the week 
of Feb. 7-13, 19G5, a s National 
Children's Dental Health Week. 
The ADA lists four sim ple 
rules which, if followed faith­ 
fully, can help to reduce de­ 
cay. These are: 
1. Cut down on sweets, e s­ 
pecially between m eals. 
2. Brush teeth im mediately 
after eating (snacks a s well as 
regular m eals). When this is not 
possible, rinse mouth thorough­ 
ly with w ater. 
3. Have regular dental check-* 
ups. This enables the dentist to 
discover decay and other prob­ 
lem s at an early stage. Just as 
with 
other 
d iseases, 
early 
treatm ent of dental disease is 
e a sie r and m ore likely to be 
effective. 
4. Fluoridation of community 
w ater supplies greatly reduces 
decay, says the ADA. 
Where 
w ater supplies a re not fluori­ 
dated, dentists may suggest ap­ 
plying fluoride directly to chil­ 
d re n 's teeth. 
Sugar is named as the major 


cause oi tooth decay. Bacteria 
that are alw ays p resen t in the 
mouth act on su gar to produce 
acids. These a cid s attack the 
teeth. 
Of c o u rse , sugar also 
is an important p art of the diet. 
But 
it 
can 
be 
controlled. 
Nibbling 
on 
sw eets through­ 
out the day is hard on the teeth. 
Eat 
your 
candy all at once, 
then brush your teeth. 


Many children, perhaps most 
of them, lose a tooth or two 
through an accident w lthaliase- 
ball l>ut, a fall o r other play­ 
ground sc ra m b le . Even if it's 
a baby tooth that will eventual­ 
ly come out anyway, prompt 
professional c a r e is im portant. 
F irst, wrap the tooth in a wet 
towel or 
place 
it 
in w ater. 
Don't clean the tooth; you may 
remove vital tissu e. Take the 
child and the tooth to a dentist 
as quickly a s possible. T h ere's 
a good chance that the dentist 
will be able to replace the tooth 
so that gum s and bone structure 
effect a healing p ro ce ss and the 
tooth once again becom es sound 
and useful. 


Dental a u tn o rities agree that 
the child should make his first 
visit to the dentist at about age 
2*/a or 3 y ea rs. By this time all 
of the liaby teeth will be in, 
and the dentist can check for 
any minute sign of decay o r any 
malformation which might lead 
to more se rio u s problem s later. 
ADA has found that dental pa­ 
tients under the age of 4 years 
have an av erage of three teeth 
needing fillings. 


Sound teeth in childhood can 
prevent many dental problem s 
in later life. R egular dental c are 
is an inqiortant p art of the over­ 
all health c a re of the family.

Good teeth .start in childhood 
and there are things parents 
can do to help insure that their 
offspring have a minimum of 
dental health problems both in 
childhood and later years. 
To point up the fundamentals 
of good dental health for chil­ 
dren, the Am erican Dental As­ 
sociation has declared the week 
of Feb. 7-13, 1965, as National 
Children's Dental Health Week. 
TTie ADA lists four simple 
rules which, if followed faith­ 
fully, can help to reduce de­ 
cay. These are: 
1. Cut down on sweets, es- 
T~ 
pecially between meals. 
2. Brush teeth immediately 
after eating (snacks as well as 
regular meals). When this is not 
possible, rinse mouth thorough­ 
ly with water. 
— — 
3. Have regular dental check-* 
ups. This enables the dentist to 
discover decay and other prob­ 
lems at an early stage. Just as 
with 
other diseases, 
early 
treatment of dental disease is 
easier and more likely to be 
effective. 
4. Fluoridation of community 
water supplies greatly reduces 
decay, says the ADA. 
Where 
water supplies are not fluori­ 
dated, dentists may suggest ap­ 
plying fluoride directly to chil­ 
dren's teeth. 
Sugar is named as the major 


cause of tooth decay. Bacteria 
that are always present in the 
mouth act on sugar to produce 
acids. These acids attack the 
teeth. 
Of course, sugar also 
is an important part of the diet. 
But 
it 
can 
be 
controlled. 
Nibbling 
on 
sweets through­ 
out the day is hard on the teeth. 
Eat 
your 
candy all at once, 
then brush your teeth. 


Many children, perhaps most 
of them, lose a tooth or two 
through an accident withu base­ 
ball liat, a fall or other play­ 
ground scram ble. Even if it's 
a baby tooth that will eventual­ 
ly come out anyway, prompt 
professional care is important. 
First, wrap the tooth in a wet 
towel or 
place 
it 
in water. 
Don’t clean the tooth; you may 
remove vital tissue. Take the 
child and the tooth to a dentist 
as quickly as possible. There's 
a good chance that the dentist 
will be able to replace the tooth 
so that gums and bone structure 
effect a healing process and the 
tootli once again becomes sound 
and useful. 


Dental autnorities agree that 
the child should make his first 
visit to the dentist at about age 
2!/z or 3 years. By this tim eall 
of the baby teeth will be in, 
and the dentist can check for 
any minute sign of decay or any 
malformation which might lead 
to more serious problems later. 
ADA has found that dental pa­ 
tients under the age of 4 years 
have an average of three teeth 
needing fillings. 


Sound teeth in childhood can 
prevent many dental problems 
in later life. Regular dental care 
is an important part of the over­ 
all health care of the fam ily.

Keep them away from electric 
lines. Never over or under. 


3. Do not attempt to raise or lower 
antenna by yourself. Get help. 


4. Be sure you have proper equipment 
(ladders, etc.) before attempting to raise 
or lower antenna. 


5. If antenna or guy wires start to fall Into 
electric lines, turn them loose t>efore contact 
is made. Do not attempt to remove the lo­ 
cal! your electric company immediately. 


6. Better still, have the work done by your 
qualified TV repairman. He has the equipment 
and “ know-how” to do the Job safely. 
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
